DR.CAMERON Aklavik Mounties 


To Make Trip Of 
| Nearly 700 Miles 


Letter to Friend in Town Gives Intimate De- 
tails of Life in Far North—New 


Royal Canadian Mounted Police at 
Aklavik have patrolled 2,600 miles dur- 
ing the past winter with dogs, accord- 
ing to a newsy letter received by 
Sergt. A. Irvine of the city police 
| foree from Corporal A. Fielding of the 
| Aklavik, N.W.T., detachment. The 
letter was written on January 22 and 
| has just reached tne city, 

“I am sorry that I did not have a 
chance to write last summer, we 
} Were so busy with the epidenuc and 
|so many patrols that it seemed that 
we had no summer at all,” Corpoial 
Fielding states, 

“Aklavik is a nice place and will be 
enjoyed better when we get our new 
| buildings. I have 
Eskimo interpreter at the detachment, 
but two cf us are away most of the 
time on patrol, as we have such a 
big district, To date we have made 
over 1,200 miles with dogs, and before 
the winter is over will have 
about 2,600 miles, which isn't so bad, 

Murder Trials 

“I guess that you nave xeard of the 
}coming murder trials this summer. 

“We are fixed up fairly good for 
transport, having a motor boat, three 
canoes, ten dogs, six toboggans and 
Coast sleigh. 

“The big patrol from this detach- 
|ment leaves about the 6th of February 
land for which I am now making pre- 
}parations. They go from Aklavik to 
Baillie Island and return and will 
lcover over 700 miles and will take 
about 45 days. This patrol is made 
difficult owing to the fact that they 
have to take into consideration two 
| different conditions of travelling, be- 
ing brush for about 150 miles and 
} then coast travelling with no timber 
whatever, with danger from wind- 
storms, etc, but we hope to get 
through all right. I am sorry that I 
| cannot make this patrol, but I would 
have to be away from the detachment 
too long.

He pro- 
poses to make the rate 4 cents for the 
first 100 k.w.h.’s, and 8! cents for the 
next 1,000.

“THE LABORER IS WORTHY,” ETC, 


A commission is being appointed at 
Ottawa to look into the matter of salaries 
paid to men and women with technical 
and professional training who are em- 
ployees of the Government—that is, of the 
public. Mr. Beatty, president of the C. P. 
R., is to be the chairman. This indicates 
that an attempt is to be made at last to 
draw a line of distinction between these 


specially qualified civil servants and those | 


who are engaged in clerical or other 
duties which do not call for other than or- 
dinary business training and ability. That 
is a distinction that has long been over- 


due, and everyone who appreciates the 
varying values of different kinds of 


human endeavor will applaud the prospect 
that public servants who are required to 
do work which only a few can do may in 
future get paid accordingly.

He didn't do anything but look after his machine 
He listened to it purr. Every once in a while he lifted 
up the hood and looked on the inside, 

He never put any bilge water 
in the car nor dosed it with pol- 
son just to make it feel good, He 
only put inte the car what was 
necessary to make it run well, 

If people took as much care of 
their bodily machine as that 
chauffeur did of that automobile 
they would be better off. In this 
connection we might observe the 
4 X's, They are: 

Examination, 
cise and Excess 

In the first place, we ought to 
be examined about once # year to 
see what's the matter with us or what is Hable to 
happen, It is all right not to think of your health at 
all, but this negligence should be based upon exact 
knowledge and not upon ignorance, You might be 
facing a fatal disease right now. Find out, 

In the next place is excretion, The health of the 
body largely depends upon the perfection of its sew- 
age system, There are three sewers in the body to 
carry off the waste: the pores, the bowels and the 
bladder. See that these are open and functioning 
freely. Do something to bring a sweat every day so the 
pores will operate, See that the bowels are kept 
open and you have an action freely once or twice 
every day. Drink plenty of water, which is the best 
diuretic in the world. 

In the third place fs exercise. This should be done 
systematically, Exercise once in a while is as good as 
none at all. Take any regular system of exercise that 
brings the unused muscles into play and stick to it 
faithfully every day. Don't aim to be an athlete, but 
aim to keep the muscles exercised 

The fourth X is excess, Socrates’ motto was “Noth- 
ing too much.” Don't stay up too late, don't eat or | 
drink too much nor sleep too much nor exercise too 
much. Long life depends upon moderation 

The point is not to be a Puritan, but to treat the 
body so as to make it of the most value to us and to 
get the most fun out of it

The completed church is a hand- 
some building in simple Colonial style. 
Bullt of brick and shingled with 
juniper wood it still stands today, a 
historic landmark of Alexandria, Until 
1812 it had neither chimney or stove, 
foot-stoves furnishing the only warmth 
to the undaunted worshippers of those 
early days. 

A study of the old churches financ- 
ing is interesting, and is closely as- 
sociated with the tobacco grown s0 
abundantly in its vicinity, Money be- 
ing scare at the time of its building, 
the vestry was obliged to impose a

BABY MUST BE WEANED BEFORE 
SECOND SUMMER 

If baby is eight months or more in 
June, he should be weaned, I am 
daily opening letters asking me if baby 
should be nursed through the second 
summer, No, he should not be. This 
is emphatic and means both the big, 
healthy child and the small, wea 
child, Second summer nursing for the 
child old enough 
to be weaned in 
the spring is 
taboo for two 
very good rea- 
sons. The nour- 
ishment of 
mother’s milk ts 
poor after the 
ninth month, 
sometimes much 
earlier, And from 
the psychological 
standpoint, nurs- 
ing the baby 
after the first 
year simply prevents his developing 
into the self-reliant, mother-free in- 
dividual which he must become. If 
we continue a decidedly infantile 
habit like nursing, and prolong it into 
the second year, the baby is kept an 
infant when he should be definitely 
out of the infant stage. 


We may reiterate this warning over 
and over as we do, being persistent, 
but some mothers will not heed it. 
They can't see why. They do not see 
related causes and effects. They do 
not understand .that if the baby is 
nursed past the first year (quite aside 
from his poor nutrition), when de- 
prived of this habit, he rebels and 
clings to or begins some other in- 
fantile habit, He refuses to feed him- 
self and demands to be fed at each 
meal. He may begin to suck his 
thumb, He may return to the infan- 
tile habit of wetting his clothes, after 
having been trained for many months, 
The mother cannot understand these 
hor see any relation between them 
and the fact that he was nursed for so 
long. The psychologist sees a very 
clear relation, because he s¢es this 
happen over and over again in the 
child who has been nursed too long. 
His development is checked and he 
“compensates” for the loss of one in- 
fantile habit by developing another, 


reid Nursing is Double Injury 
So let it be quite clear in our minds 
that we do the baby a double injury 
when we continue to nurse him 
through the second summer, We de- 
prive him of correct nourishment, for 
he is now at the age when he should 
he getting a varied diet and feeding 
himself at his meal times. He shoul 
be drinking his milk from a cup, and 
be quite separated from any reliance 
on his mother for any of his nourish- 
ment, 

The dangers of weaning in June are 
non-existent, providing the mother 
takes proper care of milk, bottles and 
nipples, or cups (we hope it will be 
cups), and does not throw all sanity 
to the winds, but is just as careful 
of the child's second summer diet as 
she was of it during the winter 
months. Fear of the second summer 
grew out of our former lack of knowl- 
}edge as to how to feed a baby and 
| how to take care of milk and food 
during hot weather, With that knowl- 
edge in hand, we need no longer fear !

Answer: 

T should say that it will be far better for the child to he adopted, 
inasmuch as you cannot give it a mother’s love and care. If it is adopt- 
ed by good people it will have the benefit of a settled home and of being 
brought up by some one who cares for it, instead of being left to the

REVISION OF 
HOSPITAL BD. 


CHARGES MADE 


Standardized Schedule Put 
Into Effect in Three 


Departments 

Made to bring the rates to a stand- 
ard and to eliminate considerable 
trouble, schedules of charges in three 
of the Royal Alexandra hospital de- 
partments were revised by the Ed- 
monton Hospital board Friday eve- 
ning. 

Under the revised schedule the flat 
rate for the patient in the pathologi- 
cal department will be $3 for public 
wards, $4 for semi-private and $5 for 
private, these sums to be added to 
the regular bills for wards, There will 
be no increase in revenue as a result 


of the new schedule, Dr, A. F. And- 
erson, medical superintendent re- 
ported. 


The rate for the operating room, 
ward and pathological work in tonsil 
cases in the children’s ward was in- 
creased from $4.50 to $5 per day, This 
change !s made due to the fact that 
each case only stays for a day, al- 
though there is a great deal of work 
in connection with it, 

A flat rate of 630 for @ normal ma- 
ternity case of 12 days for a_ city 
patient will be put into effect, with 
the rate set at $36 for a country 


patient. This will be In effect in the 
public ward. 
Patients leaving the hospital will 


now be required to notify the office 
of their intended departure at 4 p.m. 
and to vacate the rooms by 6.30 p.m., 
due to difficulty in the arranging of 
admissions for patients entering the 
institution, 

J. W. Heron declared that he 
thought that the government by add- 
ing 10 cents to the patient day grant 
already given should pay for all path- 
ological work in the hospital, The 
additional grant would handle 
entire costs of operation of this de- 
partment, he stated,

There is reason to believe Lhat these 
early workings are those which the 
old-timers had in mind when giving 
warning about the Memorial Hall 

In connection with this incident 
and the matter of former landmarks 
and activities being lost sight of as a 
city develops, Major Millar believes 
that another ten years will see the 
last of the coal mining in the city 

Becoming Exhausted 
Tn the first place, he points out that
